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The Lick-Log 
And Our Past

I remembered 

one from my 

boyhood. It 

was an old log 

even then, and 

had known 

; years of use. 

I suppose my great-grandfather 

must have made it. It was hick- 

ory and it had been felled in the 

days when there were great trees 

in the land. Toward each end of 

it a rough ‘“‘trough,” perkaps a 

foot long, had been cut with an 

ax. These were about three or 

more inches deep. Coarse salt 

Was put into them and cattle came 
there to lick up salt. 

In the olden days, before there 

were fences, the cattle roamed 

where they wished. But, the lick- 


log was kept always close to the | 
house or barn and eventually the | 


cattle came back to it for salt. 
If a yearling, steer or dry cow 
was absent for a few days, some- 
one would note it and there would 
always be someone else to say, 
*‘Don’t worry. They'll come back 
to the lick-log.”’ 

Through ‘the years the saying 
took on its present meaning, 
namely, that one cannot long fail 
to accept a truth, even though it 
may be unpalatable or cause em- 
barrassment. One must, no mat- 
ter how long one may beat about 
the bush, come at last to the salt 
of the lick-log. 


New Country 


The lick-log was a part of our 
frontier, which is so close behind 
us. In remote mountain 
there mus@ be men who even to- 
day go squirrel hunting with a 
percussion-cap rifle, for which 
they have moulded the bullets, 
and which weapon they load with 
powder poured from a horn. 

As a boy, the first rifle I ever 
fired and hunted with was a long, 
handmade percussion-cap rifle 
converted from a flintlock. Once 
my father took me to a shoot, in 
which live. turkeys were the tar- 
gets and the prizes. The heads 
of the turkeys were 
through a_ hole 
it was at the head the _ shoot- 
ers aimed. And the turkey was 


at liberty to move his head—and | 


did. I recall that most of the 
men there were firing the old 
long rifle. All the targets were 
carried home as prizes. 
was shot through the head. 


Steam 

One of the reasons we are a 
people with a somewhat schizo- 
phrenic, or divided personality, 
is this closeness of our pioneer 
days. One of our great good for- 
tunes, as a nation, was to be 
born almost with the steam en- 
gine. We began with the indus- 
trial revolution. We clutched it 
to our breast and went running 


along with it, accelerating it with | 


our own contributions. In Europe 
there was long resistance io it. 
Both owners and workers in the 
harsh factories of those days were 
men, women and children 
worked 14-hour days under inhu- 
man conditions, feared the steam 
engine and the crude machinery 


it made possible—the steam loom, | 


It was those con- 
ditions and the machine which 
caused Karl Marx to write his 
Communist manifesto, saying that 


for example. 


if workers did not seize all pro- | 


duction they would become literal 
slaves, chained to their machines. 

But, here in America the steam 
engine came along with our fron- 
tier. When our first trains went 
westward they were attacked by 
Indians and frequently halted by 
great herds of buffalo. Indeed, 
the shooting of the buffalo in such 
ruthless slaughterings was done 
not to obtain meat, but to de- 
stroy the animals so that the 
plains Indians, who depended on 
the buffalo for food, would be 
starved out of the region and 
driven away from railroad lines, 

The culture — or background— 
of every person over 40 today is 
developed out of the slow, rural 
past and is attuned to horse and 
buggy and steam power. That is 
at least one of the reasons why, 
in a time of jet aircraft, guided 
missiles and atomic weapons, we 
are unable to make the mind ‘c- 
cept the tempo of today’s pros- 
pects—of long years of sacrifice 

General Eisenhower has seen 
Korea and heard of it from the 
men who for long weary months 
have been fighting the enemy 
there. He tells us there is no easy 
solution. He tells us, too, that free- 
dom is indivisible and we must 
continue to figMt for it. So long as 
the Soviet Union refuses peace we 
must counter what she attempts. 


That is the harsh fact of the fu- | 


ture. Some of us refuse to face it. 
But, eventually, we must come 
to the lick-log.

Ike’s Korean Trip 


Reassures World . 


True to his promise made during the 


campaign, General Eisenhower has made 
his trip to Korea and is now safely en 
route home. Despite the great risks to 
his safety that concerned us all, his jour- 
ney will be rewarding in many ways 
not now visible. 

The obvious and immediate results 
lie in the great lift to the morale of the 
men fighting in the Korean snows and 
the reassurance to the free world that the 
new administration will continue United 
States’ championship of free peoples 
against aggression. The morale boost 
throughout the world will be reflected 
in every national capital with this reas- 
surance that the United States will not 
abandon its battle to stem the tide of 
tvranny directed from the Kremlin. 

Those who expected the general to 
come up with a lightning solution to the 
Korean War will be disappointed. There 
is no such solution. As he points out, 
the job ahead is long and tortuous, call- 
ing upon the greatest resources of pa- 
tience we have ever had to sustain. 

Those who expected him to advo- 
cate an extension of the war to the Chi- 
nese mainland have been rebuked by his 
indication that the solution does not lhe 


in extending the war and its risk of a° 


worldwide atomic conflagration. The 
MacArthurs, the Tafts and the others 
wno have offered panaceas for ending 
the war that our allies and chiefs of staff 
disapprove have been rejected again.

His. first published statement on the 
trip indicates an affirmation of our pres- 
ent policy in Korea with a promise of 
further actton to speed up our efforts 
to bring about a victorious conclusion 
while avoiding headlong and rash actions 
that might precipitate world conflict. It 
indicates an agreement with the Dewey- 
led GOP faction on foreign policy—the 
bipartisan group that has co-operated in 
laving the groundwork that: has checked 
Communist aggression. 

With straightforward honesty, the 
general said: “We came over here to 
learn. We have no panaceas, no trick 
wavs of settling any problem.” 

I: is significant that along with him 
on the trip were Gen. Omar Bradley, 
his old friend, and the next Secretary 
of Defense Charles EF. Wilson. They saw, 
thev listened and they pondered. From 
their observations will be formulated 
policies that will be revealed to the 
American people in due time. From 
them, indeed, finally may come the solu- 
tion to the Korean War and the peace 
we seek. Let us hope so.

At anv rate, Eisenhower's trip to 
Korea will have far-reaching effects 
other than the immediate boost to mo- 
rale of the fighting men and reassur- 
ance to our allies that the new admin- 
istration will do nothing reckless to ex- 
tend the war. It also assures Asiatics 
that we will continue resistance and in- 
crease our efforts to stop spread of com- 
munism in that area. The key to this 
resistance is strategic Korea, which, if 
we ebandon would herald the eventual 
dominance of the entire Pacific by the 
Kremlin. 

The practical value of Ike’s Korean 
trip will be proved when he assumes 
command in January and is able to talk 
facts and figures to Congress, which must 
approve any program he proposes. As a 
military man, his on-the-spot conclusions 
will stand a better chance of acceptance 
by Congress and our allies.

Will Strengthen UN 


Backed by the legal opinion of a trio 
of international experts, Secretary-Gen- 
eral Trygve Lie of the United Nations 
has moved swiftly to remove suspected 
subversives from UN employment. These 
emovlcyees, citizens of the United States, 
had refused to answer questions of a 
Senate committee concerning their Com- 
munist activities and affiliations. 

Unsure of his ground before the 
lezal committee’s report, Mr. Lie had 
been hesitant to act. Their ruling that 
the UN chief might dismiss any em- 
ployee belonging to the American Com- 
munist Party or other subversive groups 
opened the way for elimination of the 
cause of growing criticism of the or- 
ganization in this country—criticism that 
threatened the entire United States role 
in the UN.

We are glad, too, that Frank Coe has 
been fired as secretary of the Interna- 
tional Monetary Fund. He had refused 
to amswer questions about his Commu- 
nist affiliations and the wonder is that 
he had been able to get and keep such 
an important post. The fact that he was 
recommended for the job in the face of 
suspicions about him reveals both stu- 
piditv and carelessness on the part of 
officials concerned.

And while on the subject of sub- 
versives, we can find no quarrel with 
the announced intention of John Foster 
Dulles to re-examine all personnel of 
the State department when he takes 
over in January.

Ike Ignores South 
In His Cabinet 


WASHINGTON—In failing to name a 
single Southern man to his cabinet Presi- 
dent-elect Dwight Eisenhower starts out by 
making the same mistake that Herbert Hoo- 
ver did after his election with strong South- 

ern support in 1928. The 
Eisenhower cabinet is 
now complete. It is fairly 
well balanced as.to repre- 
sentation of the various 
geographical areas of the 
country, save only the 
South, which was ig- 
nored. 

Not only was the South 
passed over, but no cabi- 
net representation was 
given to any of the im- 

portant tier of Southern border states. Gen- 
eral Eisenhower’ carried four Southern 
states—Virginia, Florida, Tennessee and 
Texas—and came very nearly carrying two 
others, South Carolina and Louisiana. In ad- 
dition, he won the electoral votes of the bor- 
der states of Oklahoma, Missouri and Mary- 
land, losing Kentucky and West Virginia by 
narrow margins. 

President Hoover came to grief after mak- 
ing a similar error 24 years ago. Alone 
among the great geographical areas of the 
nation, the South was passed up in the for- 
mation of his original cabinet. Like Fisen- 
hower, he carried a number of the Southern 
states and all of the border commonwealths. 


New England and the North Atlantic sec- 
tion will have three places in the Eisenhower 
official family group. John Foster Dulles 
and Herbert Brownell, both of New York, 
will be Secretary of State and Attorney Gen- 
eral, respectively. In addition, Sinclair 
Weeks of Massachusetts will be Secréetary of 
Commerce. Still another New Englander, 
Gov. Sherman Adams. of New Hampshire, 
will occupy a cabinet status as a high level 
assistant to the President. 


The Middle Western area will be repre- 
sented by Charles E. Wilson as Secretary 
of Defense, Arthur E. Summerfield as Post- 
master General, both of Michigan; George 
M. Humphrey of Ohio as Secretary of the 
Treasury and Martin P. Durkin of Illinois 
as Secretary of Labor. 


The Pacific Coast states will have Gov. 
Dougias McKay of Oregon for the Interior 
denvartment portfolio, while the mountain 


states section will be represented by Ezra 


Taft Benson as Secretary of Agriculture. 


This completes the list. The only appoint- 
ment of any importance going to a South- 
erner so far has been Mrs. Oveta. Culp 
Hobby of Texas as Federal Security Admin- 
istrator. Other secondary posts will no doubt 
be awarded Southern Eisenhower supporters 
in time, but it seems unlikely that they will 
compensate for the cabinet void. 

Considering the strong support he re- 
ceived in the states below the Mason and 
Dixon Line, General Ike may have made a 
grievous mistake in failing to extend cabi- 
net recognition to the section. All other 
things being equal, it could cost his party 
the control of Congress at the next off- 
year election.

Census Reveals 


Amazing Facts 


Although the last U. S. Census was con- 
ducted more than two years ago, the figur- 
ing folks in Washington are still shaking 
findings out of the calculating machines. 
They've just published an entire book filled 
with information about Georgia and its peo- 
ple. The. publication is stacked with page 
after page of numerals all neatly arranged 
in tables. It’s enough to make a_ person 
dizzv. 

There are facts in 

those tables, however, 

and the looking is well 

worthwhile. For instance: 

EDUCATION—The me- 

dian of school vears com- 

pleted in the state is 7.8. 

This means that. the 

average Georgian nearly 

got through the eighth 

gerade. There were 76,- 

320 whe had no schooling. 

This figure includes 5l,- 

015 classified as non- 

white. The number of Georgians with 4 

vears of college is 79,275. Of this number 

6.935 were nonwhite. The number of Geor- 

gians who have finished four years of high 
school: 176,390. 

These figures probably will come as a 
revelation to many, particularly the realiza- 
tion that the median schooling-acquired is 
not quite eight years. 

INDIANS-—There are seven Indians in 
Bibb County, 16 in Chatham, one in Clayton, 
and one in Seminole. The census did not re- 
veal whether the Indian in Seminole was of 
the Seminole tribe. Fulton County has 53 In- 
dians, 41 of the number residing in the city 
limits of Atlanta. Possibly the extension of 
the city limits under the plan of improve- 
ment has brought more into Atlanta. 

HOUSING—2,519,630 of Georgia’s popula- 
tion of 3,554,110 didn’t move around in a 
year’s time, They were living in 1950 in the 
same house they were living in during 1949. 
However, 513,160 persons were living in dif- 
ferent houses, in the same county. ‘Those 
residing in a different county or abroad 
numbered 272,195. Nearly 50,000 persons re-

ported no residence. The census did not go 
into the reason. 

FOREIGN BORN—The census” shows 
there are 16,730 foreign-born residents in the 
state. Germany was the place of birth of 
the Jargest number of foreign-born Geor- 
gians: 2,396. England and Wales were next, 
with 1,801. 

This brief sampling indicates the fasci- 
nation of this 206-page book. ‘There's a 
wealth of other material: economic findings, 
income, age. Most all tables are divided ac- 
cording to the sexes, and there are urban 
and rural breakdowns. 

In the event anyone has become suf- 
ficiently interested to plank down a dollar, 
the publication may be had at the office 
of the U. S. Department of Commerce, For- 
syth Street Building, seventh floor. 

And, ladies of that establishment, if this 
free publicity sets off a stampede, try to 
bear up; maybe you'll sell enough that 
taxes will go down next year. 

Whether taxes go down or not, I intend to 
write another column about the census book 
next week. That's fair warning.

‘Georgia Teachers Asked for Raise 


To Offset Added Costs of Living? 


Commerce—The reason the GEA asked 
for a ‘‘cost of living increase’”’ is that they 
have heard many of us teachers complain- 
ing that we found it difficult to support our 
families on our Minimum (Webs. Def.—Indi- 
cating the lowest degree—the smallest) 
Foundation Program of Education salaries, 
which because of the increased cost of liv- 


ing have no more buying power than our pre- 
vious salaries had, and Uncle Sam is getting 


a Jarger bite. In addition to this fact, a large 
number of teachers’ salaries were supple- 
mented by local funds before the MFPE., 
Due to the charge back (each county or 
independent unit must contribute to the total 


cost of running the schools according to its 
ability to do so as determined by a compli- 
cated index) most communities had to stop 
supplementing teachers salaries—therefore, 
most teachers actually are no better off as 
far as salaries go, than they were be- 
fore MFPE. 

These factors and many others often aired 
at local, district and state GEA meetings by 
the teachers led to the request for a cost of 
living increase in teachers salaries. We, the 
teachers, are the power behind the GEA. 


We are not asking for additional ‘baying 
power at this time .We only want the buying 
power that was guaranteed us in the MFPE 
which was seen fit to be enacted into law by 
a majority of the people of Georgia. The 
MFPE has already made much desirable 
progress and with some minor amendments 
needs to be supported wholeheartedly by the 
people of Georgia if we are to give our chil- 
dren the type of education which is their 
due. 

We are now faced in Georgia with the 
most critical teacher shortage in the history 
of our schools. Statistics show that all the 
students being trained for and planning to 
enter the teaching profession who are gradu- 
ating from teacher training institutions in 
Georgia this year would just about take care 
of the new teacher needs of the city of At- 
lanta. Why? The reason is this—would you 
encourage your child to go into the teaching 
profession at the current pay schedule? What 
other profession: requires so much (and so 
expensive) preparation for so little promise 
of financial return? 

This is indeed an alarming problem. ‘If 
we are to continue to have enough good 
teachers we will have to make it possible 
for them to maintain a decent standard of 
living. STANLEY N. HODSDON,

BIG GOVERNMENT 

The Taft proposal he endorsed 
would create an agency to study 
the duties of both the state and fed- 
eral government with a view to 
ending the conflict between the two 
bodies. 

Speaking on the dangers of big 
government, ‘the Washington state 
attorney general warned that big 
government violates our history 
and constitution and doesn’t believe 
in individual freedom.

He declared that the Federal 
Government has alreadv moved in 
and destroyed the tax structures of 
many states, leaving the states less 
taxation revenues for operation.

Circulation 
Real Fountain 


Of Youth 


By IDA JEAN KAIN 

No amount of research on the 
fascinating subject of keeping 
young has ever discredited the 
belief that the circulation is the 
real fountain of youth. So let's 
begin keeping youth with stretch- 
ing movements. Stretching re- 
flexly contracts the muscles, and 
it's nature’s way of prodding the 
circulation gently into action. 
That is why we feel like stretch- 
ing first thing in the morning. 
So wake up and s-t-r-e-t-c-h. 

When circulation slows up, 
joints get stiff, and it’s lack of 
flexibility in the joints” that 
makes movement look old. The 
observations of the beauticians, 
mentioned in yesterday’s column, 
that stiff, awkward movements 
give away age, ties in with the 
medical opinion that a. person’s 
joints can be 10 to 15 years older 
than their owner. 

Thinking of the joints as a 
superb arrangement of parts 
which allow. for ease of motion, 
it’s easy to see that limited 
motion makes a person appear 
old and stiff... instead of young 
and supple. 

Some joints, like the ball-and- 
socket joints of shoulder and hip, 
have a wide range of motion in 
all directions. Others have mo- 
tion on only two planes such as 
the hinge joints of elbow and 
wrist. 

Start with the shoulder joint. 
circle alternate arms up, 
down and around. While circling, 
pull slim through the middle 
measurement. The waist is not 
exactly a joint, but you'd jolly 
well better keep that section 
supple to stay young! 

Follow through with this 
stretch. Standing with one 
side close to the wall, reach the 
hand on that side as far up the 
wall as possible. Step away from 
the wall an arm’s length, palm 
flat on wall, then stretch up with 
other arm and bend sidewards to 
touch wall. Reverse sides and 
stretch up wall with other -arm. 

Swing into action at the hip 
joint. Hang onto a chair 
back for support and swing free 
and easy. Then rotate the hip 
joint by circling the leg side- 
wards and around. Flex fingers 
and toes, bend the wrists and 
the elbows.
